EDGAR P. HUMPHREY DIES FAR 


FROM HOME. 


His Demise Took Place Tuesday in 


Central America -Was with Gov- 
ernment Surveying Party —Dr. Clark 
A. Miner Died Yesterday at His 
Home in Milwaukee. 
Edgar P. Humphrey, who left his 


home in this city, in December 1897, to 
work with a surveying party to lay out 
a route for the Nicaragua canal in Cen- 
tral America, died last Tuesday, 


The sad. news reached local relatives 


yesterday by the receipt of a telegram, 
which, merely stated that death, resulted 
from typhoid fever. 


Mr. Humphrey kept his health very 


well for the first year. 
Many of his 


comrades succumbed but he wrote home 
that he felt much encouraged over his 
own good health. ' He was possessed of 
strong will power and pulled himself 
through many emergencies by sheer 
force of will and indomitable energy. 


Mr. Humphrey saw. all the develop- 


ments of the last Nicaragua revolution 
and extracts from h'.s letters were read 
with interest by Gazette • subscribers. 
He was quick to see the possibilities in 
the reform movement, and expressed 
strong faith in the future of Central 
American states when -liberal govern- 
ment had been established. 


Edgar P. Humphrey was born -at Em- 


erald Grove, July 14,' 1867., he gradu- 
ated from the High school at Waterloo, 
Wis., in 1SS5, and from the 
state uni- 


versity in the civil ensineering course in 
1894.

been engaged in engineering \vortk in 
different parts of the Unite-J States and 
in December 1897., be went with the 
surveying party to Nicaragua, where he 
has remained in charge of one .of the 
government stations.

wagon works and other smaller stores. 


It was thought the Arlington hotel 


and all of the .immense

was stopped by a telegram. Sparks 
started a blaze and 
destroyed 
the 


houses-on the bottom row, causing a 
panic among the warehousemen. 


In the armory were all of the local 


. militia equipments and thousands 
of 


rounds of ammunition.

people.were injured by bullets, and one 
seriously shot.
